GENEVA (DUE) The allianee-of-necessity of Austria-Hungary, Italy", 

and Turkey may at last be breaking apart at its 
patch-work seams, Although Turkey supported the Italian conquest 
of Kiel this Spring, there were clashes in Constantinople between 
the occupying Italian marines and Turkish nationals. More signi- 
ficant, however, has been the sudden occupation of Marseilles, 
Munich, and Venice by the Austrians, and the seizure of Spain by 
the Italians. Is this trading of territory a co-operative effort? 

Perhaps the coming months will answer the questions that seem 
to be on lips across Europe: Where will the Austrian Fleet now 
sheltering off the southern coast of Italy go? What is the des- 
tination Df the Italian Fleet that left Tunis in February, heading 
east? Will Turkey survive until 191 I +? And, most important of all, 
has the malady that disposed of France as a Power now begun to 
affect the once-mighty British?
